This is in response to the request for the broadening the Reissue Application of 08/870,199, 

Applicant is requested to clarify and clearly indicate the amendments submitted for the 
broadening of the claims of the Reissue application. In the instant application the newly added 
claims are claims 27-30, however applicant in the declaration refers to claims 1, 13, 25 as 
amended claims and claims 30-33 as newly added claims.
